There was manufactured In this 
couMlry dnrlnif llic vear ISSOanltlo 
tlie taliio of |1.817,''i3G, and tlie con- 
sumers of salt throughout Ihe coun- 
try have bern compelled lo pay to 
•alt manornirinrea here at home from 
twenty to forty per cant on Ibis sum 
ol 1(4.817.0311 more lhan Ihey would 
have been rvqiiiroil In pay if salt had 
been free id tliity, for (he reason that 
twa-(hlrd« of (he d«(r la ailnrya add- 
ed (o (he prioa tt (he ifoMealle pro- 
duct. So that it will be seen that 
this enoriMius bonus or bouiily Is 
payable lo the salt manufacturer, uiiil 
iheOoTammeM gat* not one dollar 
of It. . 

The produi.t ofour domcidc man- 
nfactures ot woolcu itoods, such as 
blnnliclB, fl-iiiiirla, eloilis, cashiiners. 
rlc, articlrH of ab-iiliitr iipcesaily in 
litis clininie, anioniiled during the 
)earl8SUto|20ti,»9H,4ai. The aver- 
age rale ot duty on such goods is 
over sixly per cent. Now, it forty 
per rem. or two ihlnis ol the duty 
was added lo Ihe price of Iha domes- 
til: articles, (hen the people ; paid as a 
bouniy lb (he manulaoiurer of these 
goods during (hat year over 180,000,- 
UOO; In other words, it this riaaa ul 
troolen goods could have been ad 
milled free of duiy, the un^lonlerB of 
sucli goods could have procured pre 
elsely (he same quality and same 
qiianllly lor more Ihftn 180,000.000 loas 
than they were actually cuiiipelled to 
pay.

Did lie nol report here from the Com- 
mitlee on Ways and Means, by nnan- 
itnnus consent, a bill In enable some 
benevolent people in Eitginnd lo aeiid 
here the half-worn slothea of ihe 
effete nobility over Ibere (o t4<*'ha 
the shapely limbs of ibe half-naked 
negro children ofKansaq who lel( 
eofflforlable homea in Kentucky and 
elsewliere to go after Ihe ignufatuut 
of personal liberty, which In a negro's 
mind means abaoluie exemption from 
labor, which (hey hoped to find lit 
Kansas. Did we not att ' WB'for 
ihnt mea>urp7 And do not gSHilemen 
remember tlie question which I put 
to the gentleman from Kansas as a 
huinanltarinn ; for I know he Is not 
only a man of large abilily but a man 
of siroiig linmauilnrian impniaes;
